AN OLD CASE 


Murder Will 
Out-Criminal 


Arrested at Last, 


The Slayer 
of 
Gilbert 


Gates is Apprehended. 


PARIS, MO., June 20.—The news 


that Aexander Jester, ohargod with 
the murder, of Gilbert -Gates 28 years 
ago, had been located at Shawnee, 
Okla., on information given by his 
Bister, caused a sensation in Paris yes- 
terday afternoon. 
The crime with 


which Jester is charged was committed 
14 miles west of here on January 25, 
1871. 


A. A. Gates, fathor of the murdered 


man, of Decatur, 111., was wealthy. 
He spent large sums of money in the 
search for Jester, and filially located 
and captured him in Kansas. Jester 
was brought back to Paris, and on 
November 10, 1871, Was indicted for 
murder iu the first degree. The feel-

employes iu the large mercantile es- 
tablishments and factories in Omaha 
are in a condition of niirent. They 
don't know whether they will hold 
their position! after July 1, and if 
they are di»oharged they don't kuow 
whether they cui£(lnd another yUoe iu 
which to work. 
What it true of the 


women workers of Omnba Is true of 
every large city in the stftte. 


This condition of unrest it due to 


the law regulating the employment of 
women, passed at the last session of 
tbe lexialature, and which benomm 
operative July 1. It is esti mated that 
25 per ceut of the women employed in 
stores and factories throughout tbe 
state 
will be dismissed and their 


places filled by meu.^ 
. The provisions of the law are sweep- 
ing. It regulates and limit* the bourn 
of employment of females iu manu- 
facturing, mechanical aqd mercantile 
establishments, hotels and restaurant*. 


Seats to be Provided. 


Every employer is compelled to pro- 


vide suitable seats for tho female em- 
ployes and permit the women to use 
them. It fixes a penalty of 960 for 
every infraction and makes it the dutr 
of the deputy labor oommiuioaer to 
t-ea that the law is propejly enforced. 


The measure was urged by the Con- 


federated Women's clubt and by labor 
lenders iu the larger cities. The in- 
dustrial committee of tu« Women's 
club has tukeu great interest in tho 
law, declaring that since Omaha bag 
paused beyond the village stage of 
existence it should no longer bo neon*- 
Kary for retail stores to maintain such 
long working days. 3/he committee 
has made u canvass among tbe mer- 
chants, urging that the working hours 
of women be shortened iu consonance 
with 
the 
proviiious 
of tho new 


statute. 
Through 
the committee's 


efforts the women employed in many 
Omaha stores will bu permitted to 
begin work about 10 o'clock Saturdays 
iu order that they may remain late 
the evening of that day without laying 
their employer* liable to fine.

daylight to dark. Proprietors of these

"Half of the crops raised in Kansas 


are sown and gathered by women," said 
Seymour Davis, one of the largest agri- 
culturists in southern Kansas, in a re- 
cent conversation. "This" may seem 
rather startling statement to compre- 
hend at first, but I know it to beAtao 
lutely true. Since the war in the Phil 
ippines, nearly 1,000 more women have 
begun work in the fields. Nearly every 
member of tbe Twentieth Kansas voi 
unteers was a farmer, and they lef 
wives, sisters and sweethearts behim 
them. These women resolved at once 
to do the proper thing, and they ore 
running the farms themselves, while 
the boys are away. It's a patriotic 
thing, but there are more widows, or 
phans and spinsters who run farms 
than the other class. Altogether there 
are 4,000 women in the state who farm 
I think that is about 50 per cent, of the 
entire farmer population. I mean the 
head of faniillesj who reside on farms- 
women and children excluded. 


"I was out about Salina and Fort 


Scott when war was declared. Those 
farmer boys and men could hardly re- 
main, at home long enough to do the 
work. When a second call was issuec 
the women on farms all over the states 
declared themselves in favor of urging 
the men folks to enlist, and they \voulc 
tend the crops while they were away 
The men folks needed no urging, anc 
hastened to join the ranks and form the 
Twentieth Kansas under Funster.. 


"After they were gone the women 


went nobly to work. Mrs. Mary Dii 
and her two daughters run a 250-acre 
farm in Wilson county. Father and son 
both enlisted. Mrs. Safcple, a widow, 
« hose son is with Col. ITunston, lives on 
a small tract of land in Sunmer county, 
and does 'the work herself. Her crop 
yield will ba excellent this year. 


"1 came to the Btate in 1875, and worn 


en had already commenced to farm 
then. My wife has plowed in the field 
many & day while I was out hunting 
after cattle the Indians had stolen, 
Many of the frontier women of the 
state aid likewise. The girls of this 
state who work on farms are as highly 
educated ns those who work in stores 
or adorn the drawing-room. Indeed, I 
have seen some of the prettiest girls in 
the state on the farms. They wear sun- 
bonnets, and do not get tanned. Of 
course, their hands arev a little coarse, 
but that only proves they are not afraid 
of work. After all, the Kansas woman 
Is a heroine." — Chicago Inter Ocean.

B»l»h Mn««c« Greailr Relolo* 


in the Separation of Cuba 


and Spain. 


"I have spent the last six months in 


Spain," observed a well-known resident 
of the capital to a Star reporter, "and 
•nly left there three weeks since, and, 
.ontrary to the general impression on 
Ae matter, found there were but few 
Spanish people who were not actually 
glad that Cuba had passed out of the 
custody of their government. Of course, 
•ill do not openly express this view, foi 
t would be regarded as disloyal to dc 
o, but there are but few who do not 
tulk that way In private conversation 
,'uba has been a eore cpot to the people 
ot Spain for many yearn, and it hae 
cost an enormous amount of money tc 
>reserve the government there, besides 
:he thousands arid thousands of lives 
Che people of Spain are a healthy peo- 
ple, and those of them who were clraf tcfl 
ind otherwise forced into the Spanish 
army and transported to Cuba died 
there in greater numbers than did out 
soldiers, for they were much more BUB- 
ceptiblc to the fevers of Cuba than 
many of our people who had been raised 
n the south. I talked to hundreds oi 
people, men and women, In all parts of 
5pain, who told me freely they were 
jlad that Cuba had forever passed out 
of existence as a possession of Spain 
Many of them had parents, sons, broth- 
ers or other relatives who had gone 
there and died. For many years the 
.panish government would give no In- 
formation to the people in Spain as tc 
the whereabouts of their soldier f riendu 
or relatives. As far as possible they pro- 
hibited the receipt of letters from Cuba 
and especially from those in the Span- 
ish army. They allowed the Spanish 
soldiers to write to their homes as often 
as they wanted to, but took special 
pains to see that no letter V.IB ever de- 
livered if it contained the slightest in- 
formation that the government did not 
desire should reach the people of Spain. 


"In some cases the government went 


EO far as to inform persons who wrote 
asking in relation to the condition, 
health, etc., of soldiers, that they were 
well and were satisfied with their du- 
ties, when it was developed by ths re- 
turn to Spain of members of the eamc 
command that those Inquired about 
had been dead in some cases six months, 
and that the government had official in- 
formation of the fact, though they con- 
cealed it. It is wonderful how many 
Spanish soldiers have died and been 
buried in Cuba during the past six 
years. They seemed to die off hi a woek 
after they were attacked by the fever, 
In every case the officials of the Span- 
ish army promised that the bones would 
be sent back to Spain for interment, but 
In no Instance was that promise evei 
carried out. In B number of cases prom- 
inent people in Spain have during the 
past four months given public utter- 
ance to this feeling and it was wonder- 
ful how popular the expression was. 
The entire press of Spain, however, is 
directly influenced by the government 
and such expressions are suppressed." 
—Washington Star.

Lord Salisbury spoke of it as "the na- 
tion that in material respects is the 
most powerful nation on earth. 


"Bussla, with its enormous forests, 


its vast steppes and its huge rivers, ia 
almost a world in itself. 
Extending 


over 3,644,100 square miles, or one- 
seventh of the entire land surface of 
the globe, it is but 3,000,000 miles less 
than the whole extent of our scattered 
posscGsions, on which we boast the sun 
never sets. 


"Its water surface alone measures 


293,018 square miles, or enough to make 
an immense sea in which our little 
England could be placed six times over 
and still have room for more. 


"To every square mile of territory 


there, are 15 human beings who owe 
allegiance to the czar, or a grand total 
of nearly 130,000,000. In fact, one hu- 
man being out of every 12 on earth 
is ruled by the czar. 
Its fighting 


strength numbers over 11,000,000. It 
can put a fully equipped army into 
the field of 1,355,000 combatants and 
back it up with another almost as well 
accoutercd of 1,100,000 men, a total 
number of first-class fig-hting men of 
over 2,500,000, with 497,415 horses and 
1.48B heavy puns. 


"Let the whole of this immense body 


of regular troops be overcome and 
there will even then be the reserve to 
reckon with, a force estimated at fully 
0,000,000. 


"The 
difficulties 
of 
mobilization 


would, no doubt, be very great, but 
these grow less every year. Eussia has 
now 16,651 miles of railway owned by 
the state and 8,072 miles worked by pri- 
vate companies, while in course of con- 
struction there are neatly 8,000 miles 
more. 


"In addition to its forces on land Rus- 


sia has a navy which, although by no 
means the finest in the world, will one 
day have to be reckoned with seriously. 
It ia divided into lour fleets, and its 
total consists of 23 battleships, 14 coast 
defense vessels, 10 cruisers, 28 gunboats 
and 96 torpedo boats, manned by 1,249 
officers, 326 engineers and 88,000 sea- 
men. 
"Then it has a- mercantile marine 


consisting of 522 steamers and 2,135 
sailing vessels, while on its rivers there 
Is a flotilla of over 20,000 vessel* of all 
descriptions, with crews totaling 90,- 
B50 men. All these would be available 
in case of war. 


"Moreover, Russia Is not dependent, 


like we are, on outside sources for food. 
Pasturing on Its vnst plains are to be 
found in European Rusda alone 24,609,- 
260 head of cattle, 44,465,450 sheep and 
0,243,000 pigs, while undar crops there 
are no fewer than 1,098,507,780 acres of 
arable hind. After feeding its vast pop- 
ulation It was last year able to export 
abroad over 300,000,000 quarters of ce- 
real crops."—Chicago Chronicle.

^reat flight of locusts that parsed over 
the steamship Goloonda, when off the 
Great Ilanish islands, in the Red seu, 
in November, 1889, at over 2,000 square 
miles in extent; the number of insects 
he calculates to have been 24,420,000,- 
)00,000, and the weight of the mass 42,- 
580.000,000 of tons, each locust weighing1 
ane-sixteenth of on ounce; and the ship 
of 6,000 tons burden, he adds, must 
have made 7,000,000 loyupes to carry 
this pjreat host, e\ en if packed together 
111 times more closely than tlieynere 
(tying. Another, apparently a stronger 
light, was seen going1 in the same di- 
rection next day. According to official 
accounts of locusts in Cyprus, no fewer 
than 1,600,000,000 egg cases were col- 
lected and made away with in 1881, up 
to the end of October; and by the end 
of the season the weight of the eggs 
sollecled and destroyed amounted to 
over 1,300 tons. In IMS locusts devas- 
tated the island of Teneriffe. On the 
way over (from Africa) they alighted 
on the water in a heap a=s btq: as the 
largest ship.—"True Tales of Insects."

MARS AT CLOSE RANGE. 


U I* Bn*r to Sndy His F»ce When 


Only. Thirty-Five Million 


MUe« Away. 


All the monster glasses with which 


:he late rapid advance has been made in 
knowledge of our celestial neighbors 
>ave come into being since the civil 
war. Until then, In this country, the 
harvard telescope of 15 inches was the 
argest. About 1860 one of eighteen and 
a half inehes was ordered for the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi) but with the 
breaking out of the war telescopes had 
to wait, and these lenses are now at 
.he Northwestern university, In Evan- 
ston, 111. It is only since 1870 thatreal- 
y huge instruments have multiplied 
and are nightly turned upon the starry 
skies to ask the questions which seem 
.o our impatience so slowly answered. 


But many answers have come, after 


all, and some things are clear which be- 
fore could only be surmised. For in- 
stance, we feel quite sure now that 
Mars has an atmosphere, though not 
more than half as dense as our own; 
but far better than none, as we oan tell 
by looking at our bright though dead 
jnd desolated moon, from which air 
and water has long since disappeared. 


d if Mars has air,' the polar caps 


alone would seem to show that he has 
als,o ice and snow; and there appears 
to be, as well, areas of water and majfah, 
though less in extent .than the land. 
The northern hemisphere looks bright- 
er through the telescope, even showing 
:ints of red and yellow, which astrono- 
mers are inclined to think are chiefly 
dry land, probably desert; while the 
southern is dark, the "seas" brown or 
dull gray, quite as water might appear. 
These spots were first called seas like 
the smooth regttas of the moon, and the 
name continues in both, whatever they 
may be. 


In 1877 Mars was at his nearest point 


;o us; near, that is, from an astrono- 
mer's point of view, though really at 
the enormous distance of 35,000,000 


eb. Yet a great deal was learned 


about this neighbor in the sky—among 
other things, that he is attended by 
;wo tinj satellites, or moons, never seen 
before. And the same year an Italian 
astronomer, Sijjnor Schiaparelli (pro- 
aounced Skeea-pa-rel-ly) made careful 
studies and drawings of the ktrange 
markings on Mars, completing with the 
flne telescope at Milan, a series of elab- 
orate fcketches afteruard combined 
nto an accurate detail map. 


Again, in 1892 and 1894, Uie earth and 


tfars came near each other in their 
light through space, though somewhat 
fartherthan during the j ear 1&77. And 
within the last few months we have 
)een once more in a good position to 
observe each other. 
But we arc favor- 


ably placed, because only under these 
jonditions can wa see the north po)^ of 
liars, and so much more is known 
about his south pole that there is, of 
aourae, a strong attraction in tht mys- 
:erious north regions. Only at this 
reat distance is the north pole gra- 
iiously tilted towaid us, so he has been 
constantly watched this spring; nnd so 
ae will be again in n little over two 
vears. Eight j-eara, however, will pass 
jefore the Martiaji south pole can 
igaln be studied to good advantage; 
.n September of 1809, too, all observa- 
tories will be on the eager lookout for 
news from this fascinating planet.—

Trolley Roadjn nnd Drlffht 


Are Now to Be Seen la Illi- 


nois Coal Mlnea.

'lectricity has done, few seem more re- 
markable, or more'admirable, than its 
recent abolition, in a coal mine in Illi- 
nois, of darkness underground, and its 
mployment at the some time to re- 
place hand or animal power in hauling 
he coal to the shafts. Trolley roads 
!ar below the 
surface, and electric 


hts rather than the flickering little 


.amps on the miners' heads or on the 
walls of the "room&" in which they 
n ork, constitute indeed a revolution in 


iniug processes. 
This innovation has been made in 


:oal mine No. 11, nt Mount Olive, in 
southern Illinois. An electrical plant, 
jet up on the surface above the mine, 
mccessfully operates trolley 
lines, 


jghts and shaft elevators below. The 
.".ires are strung overhead along the 
intries, and penetrate to the farthest 
iepths of the mine. 


The miners, working by bright elee- 
ric light, load the cars in, their re- 
-pective rooms; the cars are then con- 
nected \\ith the 
trolleys, and are 


nbikkid awn\ to the bottom of the 
ihaft, to be hoisted alxne. 


At the trial 14 cars were hauled in 


i row with perfect ease. It would have 
uken a great many mules—the motive 
power formerly emploj'ed in the mine— 
.o do this. The cage is kept hoisting- 
lontinuonsly. 


The quickness of the transportation 


tstonishef, the miners. A car contaiii- 
ii g several men was pulled by the trol- 
ey a distance of a mile in two minutes. 
1'he men had to cling to the car to keep 
"rom being blown oft by the strong 
•urrent in the mine, and reported that 
.hey "lost their breath." 


The use of electric lighting and trans- 


portation in mines is likely to amelio- 
•ate gicatly the lot of miners. It di- 
itlnish«a the danger of explosion, aecel- 
>rates the work, and saves much pollu- 
ion of the air caused by the use of 
amps and animals.—Youth's Compan- 
on.

"The admiral 
will see you," he says, and you rise 
and follow him down to the admiral's 
spacious quarters. The door opens, 
and a beautiful'Chinese "chow" dog 
bounds through before you and jumps 
upon the admiral's legs, for the hero 
has arisen and is advancing to meet 
you. "I am very happy to see you," 
he says. "When did you come to Ma- 
nila, and what is the news from Amer- 
ica? Take this chair." And the ad- 
miral, having shaken hands, gets you a 
chair, and, after you are comfortable, 
takes one himself and continues, almost 
before you have had a chance to answer 
him: 
"What do you think of ray dog? 


—Bob, get down, charge—there. Isn't 
he a beauty, though? He was sent me 
from 
China—Bob, behave"—for the 


great, bouncing pet is trying to lick his 
hand.

Of course, you feel at once at home 


and quite at your best. You launch into 
all the news at the end of your tongue, 
and go away after half an hour's chat 
to find yourself surprised at how in- 
timately you know him. 


His mind once made up, his judg- 


ment never falters. I know of more 
than one man who has mistaken Ad- 
miral Dewoy's flffability for weakness, 
only to regret it bitterly. A well-known 
instance in Manila wat that of a promi- 
nent newspaper correspondent who 
was permitted the freedom of the flag- 
ship.

Get off this, ship, and don't you let me 
see you here again until jpou know 
more." 


The correfcponclent realized his mis- 


take, but too late. He got off, and has 
since been allowed to resign from the 
paper he represented. Admiral Uewey 
is one of the best specimens of Ameri- 
canism our country has produced. He 
is fearless to a point little bhort of 
recklessness. Not once, but every week, 
he visits the firing lines, and he takes 
ohances that makes everyone present 
fear for his safety. 
His character 


shows that simplicity and approach!- 
bility ore attributes of true worth. Ho 
is not averse to fondling his pet dog, 
nor is he to be found wanting when 
the harsh measures of war are needed, 
When, one day, I showed him a num- 
ber of photograph*, of the dead insur- 
gents, he exclaimed: 


"Poor Mlowsl 
Too bad, too bad! 


Isn't it a pity we have to do it?" Thes 
he added, entreatingly: "Don't send 
them home; they are too horrible." 


The admiral is quite proud of his 


'gallery of beauties," as he rails the ar- 
ray of photographs that decorate hie 
cabins on the Olj-mpia. "This one," 
he said, "writes me she is a distant 
cousin of mine. Isn't she pretty? I 
ivm sorry she is so distant. I wrote, 
thanking- her, and told her I was prouc! 
to 
acknowledge 
the 
relationship. 


Wouldn't you be?" 


The admiral's cabin is stored with 


remembrances from admirers,, and, to 
me, it seemed greatly to his credit that 
he was gratified by the gifts that were 
sent him. "I am afraid, though, if I 
kept them all aboard I should have 
to enlarge the Olympia," he said. And 
so he would. For ther& are books by 
the hundred, vases, cups, albums, stat- 
uettes, table service, embroideries, 
paintings, and kuickknackf, galore, to 
say nothing of the hundreds of buttons 
and pictures of himself adorning ev- 
rything from a medal to a beer-tray.—

An Interesting feature of the census 


goon to be taken is that relating1 to the 
Indian population. Some discussion 
was created recently by the statement 
In an eastern paper that there were 
mor« Indians In this country now than 
there were in the time of Columbus. 
There seems to be a general impression 
that the red man is passing away, and 
will in a comparatively short time be- 
come extinct. While It is true that in 
many tribes no increase in births over 
deaths is shown, nnd Borne have become 
extinct, it cannot be denied that as a 
race the Indian, is Increasing rather 
than diminishing. 


A iinique reason is given by an offi- 


cial of the Indian office for the popular 
impression that the red man Is passing 
from earth. When the government 
adopted the policy of segregating- the 
Indians in the interest of the white set- 
tler by placing them on reservations, 
generous annuities were offered If they 
would consent to the removal. Those 
were the days when Indian agents 
waxed fat and rich on a small salary. 
It was to the interest of the agent to 
show up as large a number of Indians 
as possible in order to insure large dis- 
bursements, nnd, as the official ex- 
presses it, having nothing else to do 
with the money, the agent put it in his 
own pooltet. It v>as at that period that 
the Indian population showed the most 
marvelous increases. In those days an 
Indian never died nnd thousands were 
fictitiously born. It was later devel- 
oped that instead of there being a mil- 
lion Indians in this country there were 
but a little more than 200,000. Hence 
the popular notion that the Indian 
is dying out, and would himself, in the 
natural course of events, soon solve the 
Indian problem. While the census offi- 
cials do not evpect to find a very mate- 
rial increase in the Indian population, 
a large decline in the population would 
be surprising to th«m, and a slight gain 
Is looked for.—Washington Cor. St. Paul 
Pioneer Press.
